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KINGSTON is officially the safest 
borough in London, according to 
the latest crime figures. 

But borough commander Glenn 
Tunstall said his officers still faced 
serious challenges, including the 
battle against violent crime and 
sexual offences. 

The most recent Metropolitan 
Police figures revealed there were 
485 fewer crimes in Kingston last 
year than in 2014-15. 

With 9,285 ‘notifiable offences’ 
Kingston pipped neighbouring 
Richmond to the post for the title 
of safest borough. 

Merton recorded 11,714 crimes, 
Sutton 9,950 and Wandsworth 
21,286. 

Despite the borough’s safety 
there are still offences that keep 
Ch Supt Tunstall ‘awake at night’. 

He said: “Some people can’t see 
behind the uniform and think we 
are robots. Underneath that uni¬ 
form we are human beings. We 
have families that we go home to. 
Sexual offences and children 
cases - they are the crimes that 
really affect me.” 

This is one of the reasons 
the borough’s force has be¬ 
come so prolific on social me¬ 
dia, he said. 

He said: “It is definitely to 
show people what policing is 
all about. It’s not always 
crime.” 

Reports of sexual

offences in the borough fell from 
78 to 59 year-on-year, a drop that 
Ch Supt Tunstall credits in part to 
the Kingston town centre team. 

He said: “With our night-time 
economy that is where we unfor¬ 
tunately see quite a few of these 
types of crime. There is going to 
be a real focus this year on protect¬ 
ing the vulnerable.” 

Despite the drop in crime over¬ 
all, grievous bodily harm, assault 
with an offensive weapon, harass¬ 
ment and other violent offences 
all slightly increased in 
Kingston. 

These were most 
prominent in the town 
centre, which hous¬ 
es two of the biggest 


nightclubs in south-west London. 

Kingston Council and London 
mayor Boris Johnson invested 
£1.2m in hiring 12 extra police of¬ 
ficers for the zone last year. 

Ch Supt Tunstall said: “It defi¬ 
nitely helped. With the violence 
figures, like London generally, we 
have seen an increase. 

“But it has been the smallest 
increase in London. We have had 
some challenges around violent 
crimes. We are now reporting [vi¬ 
olent] crime better than we have 
ever reported it. 

“Before [last year] we identified 
that some of the cases we were 
missing because they were falling 
under anti-social behaviour.” 

Ch Supt Tunstall said the bor¬

ough’s burglary reductions were 
one of the things ‘he is most proud 
of’ along with detection rates. 

Reported burglaries have gone 
down from 1,003 to 815 in the last 
year. 

He said: “It is one thing I am re¬ 
ally proud of because that crime 
has such an impact and it is the 
thing that residents talk to me 
most about. 

“We have really stepped up to 
that challenge.” 

Superintendent Anthony En¬ 
och added: “Kingston reported the 
highest detection rates across the 
Met at 26.1 per cent, meaning that 
over one-in-four of all reported 
crimes are solved. 

“This increases significantly 
for violent offences with a 42.1 per 
cent detection rate for wounding 
and GBH. 

“Kingston is a very safe place to 
live and work.” 

Cuts are one thing Ch Supt 
Tunstall said he was not worried 
about, and he moved to quash ru¬ 
mours - swirling for at least a year 
- that there are plans to merge the 
Kingston and Richmond forces, 
which was suggested by London 
Assembly member Tony Arbour 
last week. 

He said: “The Met has to save 
£400m by 2020. There are lots of 
plans in place. We just have to wait 
and see. 

“I have heard no plans of merg¬ 
ing. We are working around staff 
engagement to ensure we have the 
confidence of the public we are 
here to protect.”

‘Face melter’ drain cleaner used in sickening assault over drug debt almost blinded victim 

Cowardly brothers face jail terms 
for acid attack on mother of six 
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BROTHERS who celebrated after al¬ 
most blinding a mother-of-six with 
acid over a drug debt are facing jail. 

Billy Midmore, known around his 
Old Malden estate as “a bad boy” was 
found guilty of causing GBH with in¬ 
tent, after a seven-day trial following 
the acid attack last year. 

Southampton Crown Court heard 
how Mr Midmore, 22, was seen on 
CCTV footage buying drain cleaner, 
clapping hands with his friend on a 
train in celebration and travelling 
with his brother Geoffrey out of 
Southampton an hour after Carla 
Whitlock’s life was changed forever. 

Prosecuting, Kerry Maylin said 
the attack was a “joint enterprise” 
between the brothers, who were 
substantial drug dealers in the city, 
transporting up to £4,000 worth of 


crack cocaine and heroin from Lon¬ 
don regularly. 

Geoffrey Midmore admitted GBH 
with intent in November last year. 

Jurors were told the attack was a 
“debt to be paid” and was organised 
after a botched drug deal in which 
the brothers had lost £2,000. 

That night, Billy sent Ms Whitlock 
a text telling her she was dead and 
the next day the pair bought drain 
cleaner, which would later be thrown 
on Ms Whitlock on September 18. 

Geoffrey, 27, sent a text from his 
phone to a girlfriend on the day of 
the attack with a picture of the prod¬ 
uct and the caption: “This is the one. 
Face melter.” 

During the trial, Billy said he had 
no idea his brother had sent this text 
and that he was buying the drain 
cleaner to unblock a toilet. 

The pair stayed with friends and 
family while on the run from police, 
including a cousin, Tiffany Pike. 

She told the court: “They said

something was going to come out 
but they didn’t do it. 

“They said something had hap¬ 
pened in Southampton and they 
said it was an attack. 

“I then Googled it and found out it 
was an acid attack and asked them 
to leave.” 

Ms Whitlock has become home¬ 
less following the attack. 

She said: “It’s a miserable exist¬ 
ence. I have no life, everything has 
changed. I always feel like some¬ 


thing bad is about to happen and I 
am in constant pain.” 

Billy, of Sheephouse Way, has pre¬ 
viously appeared in court for driv¬ 
ing, drug and cash seizure offences. 

The 22-year-old was sent to jail 
in 2010 for four-and-a-half years for 
possessing an imitation firearm 
during an attempted robbery. 

Following last week’s guilty 
verdict MP James Berry said he 
planned to publish a report to urge 
the government to take action on 
acid attacks. 

He said: “This is a horrific case. 
Acid attacks leave victims with a 
life sentence that the perpetrators 
rarely receive. 

“This terrible case has prompted 
me to write a report calling on the 
government and industry to take 
more effective action on acid attacks 
which I will publish shortly.” 

Midmore and his brother 
Geoffrey will be sentenced at a later 
date.

Rescue plan too late as Co-op closes 


CONSERVATIVE mayoral 
candidate Zac Goldsmith has 
pledged to invest £20 million in 
saving London’s high streets, af¬ 
ter supermarket giant Co-opera¬ 
tive confirmed it is set to close 
its New Malden store. 

The town centre fund would 
be used to help shops “under 
attack from expensive rents and 
rates” and help bring empty 
premises “back to life”. 

The Co-operative Food super¬ 
market in New Malden High 
Street will close on Saturday, 
May 14, with business owners 
unsure whether Mr Goldsmith’s 
policy would work. 


Peter Findlater, store man¬ 
ager at Tudor Williams in New 
Malden High Street, said: “They 
were always in danger. It’s a 
big property You could see that 
they were struggling. 

“You can’t dictate the rents 
that are set and the rents on the 
high street have generally been 
high. I think it’s got to be a con¬ 
certed effort between local gov¬ 
ernment, national government 
and retail organisations.” 

Mr Goldsmith, who has 
served as North Kingston MP 
since 2010, claimed there were 
more than 3,400 empty shops 
across the capital. 


He said: “London depends on 
the success of our local high 
streets and independent shops 
- they are the heart of our 
communities and the building 
blocks of the economy” 

A Co-operative spokesman 
would not confirm why the 
store, which has 29 staff, was 
closing other than as part of an 
“ongoing store review process”. 

Andy Ross, owner of New 
Malden independent stationery 
shop Suttle’s, said: “Who would 
think that it’s a good idea to 
own a shop on the high street 
right now? I just don’t think it’s 
a profitable option.”

MEMBERS of a church 
council have confirmed 
they would prefer to install 
a YMCA Y:Cube accommo¬ 
dation block on the site of 
St Mary’s Church centre in 
Chessington.

“This could include pre 
and post-school clubs and a 
community cafe.” 

Rev Scott stressed no firm 
decisions had been made and 
“there are no plans to devel¬ 
op a YMCA hostel” at the 
Church Lane site. 

The first UK Y:Cube devel¬ 
opment was unveiled in Sep¬ 
tember last year in Mitcham. 

An open meeting will be 
held at the centre on May 3 at 
7.30pm.

He said: “If you remem¬ 
ber David Haye whacked me 
in the stomach. Mike Tyson 
shared the video recently 
which made me think I’m a

good boxer so I am going to 
ask members of the public to 
whack me in the face.” 

Underneath the clip Mr 
Bahou wrote: “Nobody was

Mr Bahou promises not 


to hit the fighters back in 
the late-night bouts outside 
HSBC and Marks & Spencer 
and instead ducks and blocks 
their punches. 

But the presenter does end 
up kicking one man in the 
chest after he attacks him 
without gloves on. Mr Ba¬ 
hou is heard saying: “This 
guy wants a real fight. I don’t 
want to fight you.” 

Another clip shows a 
young man who appears to 
be drunk falling over as he 
swings for Mr Bahou outside 
Wafflemeister. 

A group of young men can 
be heard in the background 
laughing and shouting ‘he’s 
too drunk to hit him.’ 

Kingston police said they 
would not comment on the 
video. 

At the end of the video Mr 
Bahou is seen resting in a ke¬ 
bab shop with a bloody face, 

Mr Bahou then invites 
people to tell him what stunt 
they would like him to pull 
next, saying: “Write in the 
comments what you want to 
see me do next.”

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A NEW Malden firefighter and 
union stalwart has retired after 
30 years of service.

During his career Mr Tomp¬ 
kins was involved in many 
emergencies across the country 
and remembers the first time he 
witnessed someone die “as clear 
as day”. 

What he most remembers 
about his career however is his 
work with the union and fight¬ 
ing for his fellow firefighters’ 
working rights. 

He said: “Other than just 
help the community I also in¬ 
volved myself in looking after 
the workforce. The firefighters 
themselves - that was the rich¬ 
ness of being a firefighter. 

“Our role has evolved like 
everything else, the service we 
run is no longer a rescue service. 
We now actively target the com¬ 
munity to make sure they’ve got 
fire alarms and things like that. 


“Those days of the conception 
of sitting around the station 
playing snooker are long gone. 
Having been involved in the un¬ 
ion you also get a taste of the 
politics of it all. 

“We’ve now less than 13 ma¬ 
chines, that service is effectively 
being whittled down. 

“I don’t want to remember my 
employment like that, I want to 
remember it like going home”, 
he added. 

Mr Tompkins intends to take 
a break before re-entering em¬ 
ployment to spend some time 
with his wife Helen, who is par¬ 
tially sighted. He said: “That in 
itself brings new challenges, I 
try to make sure I’m there for 
every appointment. 

“Ironically the canvas is blank 
at the moment. I’m going to see 
how the land lies and enjoy the 
summer and see then if I can get 
back into employment.”

OVERHAULED plans to reno¬ 
vate a huge chunk of Kingston 
town centre have been revealed 
and include potential for out¬ 
door and arthouse cinemas. 

Eden Walk developers pulled 
out of a March 23 council meet¬ 
ing where plans to demolish the 
existing shopping centre and re¬ 
place it with 18,000 sqm of retail 
space and 380 new homes were 
due to be voted on. 

Joint owners Universities 
Superannuation Scheme (USS) 
and British Land said this was 


so development control commit¬ 
tee members would have time to 
look at the new revisions. 

The revised proposals, availa¬ 
ble on the Kingston Council web¬ 
site, deal with questions about 
natural light levels. 

The report says: “Memorial 
Gardens sees excellent levels 
of sunlight, well in excess of 
the minimum recommended by 
BRE, and the new United Re¬ 
formed Square similarly sees 
excellent levels of sunlight all 
year.” 

They also include plans for an 
outdoor cinema with removable 
bench seating areas and a letter 
from arthouse cinema company 
Everyman Cinemas. 


The plans also show more 
three-bedroomed family proper¬ 
ties. If the plans go ahead there 
will be 154 one-bed, 177 two-bed 
and 40 three-bed homes built. 
The amount of affordable hous¬ 
ing has not been outlined. 

Project director Matthew 
Seeker claimed that the project 
had an 80 per cent approval rate 
at a meeting last month. 

He said: “The existing Eden 
Walk shopping centre is tired, 
dated, unattractive and in poor 
state of repair. 

“This long-awaited regener¬ 
ation scheme is an extremely 
important opportunity for the 
future of Kingston and its econ¬ 
omy,” he added.

Owner of tour operator talked customers out of £26,000 

Conman travel agent 
escapes jail sentence

THE OWNER of a New Malden 
Christian tour operator who 
conned customers out of £26,000 
by selling places on a religious 
Mediterranean cruise has avoid¬ 
ed jail. 

Robert Fleming, 62, of Selwyn 
Road, was given £26,000 after ad¬ 
vertising a “bible lands cruise” 
as the owner of LivingSun Ltd 
and Kyrilios Ltd, but instead of 
booking the cruise invested the 
money into a Turkish hotel. 

Fleming was given a 18-month 
jail sentence, suspended for two 
years, and fined £15,000 at King¬ 
ston Crown Court on Wednesday, 
April 13. A second fine of £2,000 
was imposed against his compa¬ 
ny Kyrilios. 

Fleming was also suspended 
from trading as a director for 10 
years. 

During sentencing, Judge 
Paul Dodgson said: “You are an 
arrogant man, Mr Fleming. I 
quite accept that when you start¬ 
ed you were acting honestly, then 
for whatever reason you decided

to invest in a hotel in Turkey - 
that was a disaster. 

“This is where your arro¬ 
gance took over. It’s quite clear 
to me as it was quite clear to the 
jury that you had decided at that 
point you were going to take the 
money. 

“You abused the trust of your 
friends and customers. The 
world should be spared any pos¬ 
sibility of you reappearing in 
that function.” 

The court heard 15 customers 
signed up for the holiday, adver¬ 


tised in January 2014 as a 10-day 
Mediterranean cruise to the 
biblical sites of the Colossus of 
Rhodes, Byblos in Lebanon and 
Jerusalem’s Garden of Gethse- 
mane. 

The cruise was due to take 
place in October of that year, 
but instead Fleming invested in 
a Turkish hotel and encouraged 
customers to stay there. 

The company was reported to 
trading standards and all cus¬ 
tomers were eventually refund¬ 
ed. 

Fleming, who represented 
himself in court, pleaded with 
the judge for a reduced sentence 
due to having to look after his 
wife, who was described as in 
“bad health”, his 91-year-old 
mother and his nephew, who he 
said suffers from obsessive com¬ 
pulsive disorder. 

He also read letters to the 
court from customers who sup¬ 
ported him once the accusations 
surfaced, with one saying he 
could “take heart from all the 
good holidays”. 

Fleming was convicted of two 
charges of fraudulent trading 
and one charge of engaging in 
practice on Monday, March 21.

MP James Berry said: “There 
continues to be real pressure on 
primary school places in the bor¬ 
ough, in no small part because 
people chose to move here for our 
excellent schools. 

“As well as pushing for funding 
to expand our existing primary 
schools, I am campaigning hard 
with Conservative councillors 
for an entirely new primary 
school in the Surbiton/Tolworth 
area, where demand is greatest.” 

In 2013 the Education Funding 
Agency (EFA), along with inter¬ 
national free school provider 
Gems, offered to set up a school 
in Surbiton, but bought Swan 
House in Kingston town centre 
instead. 

Compared to the surrounding 
boroughs, Kingston has been 
awarded more money from the 
Government for 2018/19. 

Wandsworth will receive no 
additional basic need funding, 
and Richmond will get more than 
£3.835m.

Khan may 'put aside’ 
Plough Lane concerns

SADIQ Khan has hinted he may 
give the green light to AFC Wim¬ 
bledon’s new stadium at Plough 
Lane if he becomes London May¬ 
or, despite objecting to the plans 
last year. 

The multi-million pound plans 
to redevelop the Greyhound 
Stadium and build a 20,000-seat 
stadium, as well as 602 flats, a 
creche, parking, shops and a 
squash and fitness centre, were 
met with unanimous approval 
at a Merton Council planning 
committee meeting in December 
2015. 

But last month current May¬ 
or Boris Johnson ‘called in’ the 
plans, effectively delaying the 
approval process, which will 
now be undertaken by his suc¬ 
cessor. 

In February 2015 Mr Khan 
wrote to Erik Samuelson, chief 
executive of AFC Wimbledon, to 
express ‘serious concerns’ about 
the plans in the capacity of MP 
for Tooting. 

Wandsworth residents have

previously complained the de¬ 
velopment would lead to in¬ 
creased congestion on match 
days - and new residents of the 
602 flats would put pressure on 
local health services and school 
places. 

Mr Khan wrote: “There are 
serious concerns amongst some 
local residents about the impact 
a development of this proposed 
size will have on the community 


“I understand that Wand¬ 
sworth Planning Application 
Committee voted to object to the 
application largely due to trans¬ 
portation and parking concerns, 
and the strain a 20,000-seat stadi¬ 
um, along with 600 homes would 
place on this part of Wand¬ 
sworth. 

“On behalf of my constitu¬ 
ents I would strongly urge you to 
review the application as a mat¬ 
ter of priority.” 

But Mr Khan told the Surrey 
Comet he may have to put his 
objections as a representative 
of Wandsworth residents aside 
and approve the application as 
Mayor. 

Mr Khan said: “If I were 
Mayor I would have to be very 
careful not to open myself up to 
challenge by giving a view as a 
potential Mayor that would jeop¬ 
ardise me looking at the scheme 
as a whole.” 

Mr Khan admitted an ‘emo¬ 
tional connection’ with Tooting 
and Wandsworth borough, but 
said his duty would be to secure 
the best deal for the entire city. 

The application process is due 
to restart in July, with the may- 
oral election on May 5.

A WOMAN born in Kingston and 
fostered until the age of 10 has 
produced an autobiography of 
her experiences living in the bor¬ 
ough compiled from meticulous¬ 
ly kept diaries.

“Cllr Margaret Thompson 
came round to talk to me because 
I got so angry about what they 
are trying to do to Chessington 
Golf Club. I think it’s the most 
ridiculous thing I’ve heard.” 

Of her own life she said: “At 
nine months old I was fostered in 
Merton. 


“I lived with them until I was 
10 . 

“Then they asked my parents 
for more money as they need¬ 
ed to buy a school uniform and 
they [her parents] refused to give 
them any extra money so they 
[her parents] came one night and 
took me away in the night.” 

Mrs Saxon has previously pub¬ 
lished a book of poetry titled A 
Woman’s Reflections in Poetry, 
but thought her second publica¬ 
tion should tell the tale of her 
life. 

The book details everything 
from birth onwards, her mem¬ 
ories of being fostered and dis¬ 
covering she had family that she 
never knew she had. 

Mrs Saxon said: “I was 42 
when I was working at Smith 
Industries Aviation on the A3, 
coming back from lunch one day 
and the reception called up for 
me and said there’s a gentleman 
in reception to see you. 

“I went down to see him and he 
got up and put out his hands and 
said, I’m your brother.” 

Mrs Saxon is an avid reader 
and gardener. My Noble Begin¬ 
nings is published by Olympia 
Publishers and can be found on 
Amazon for £15.99.

Flood thanks 

THANK you for highlighting 
the flood issues faced by the 
borough. In our position 
statement about the local risks 
of flooding, particularly from 
increased surface water run-off 
as we continue to build and 
increase urban density. 

In Kingston, we identified 
a mismatch between the 
interventions required to 
reduce flood risks and current 
practice by developers and the 
local authority in our borough. 

We were particularly 
concerned about new 
developments in Flood Zone 3 
(land with some risk of flooding 
or which has been identified as 
flood plain). 

Expert recommendations 
that development should be 
primarily in low-risk Zone 1 
and that development in Zone 
3 should be only in exceptional 
circumstances are being 
ignored. 

There should, in fact, be no 
development on land that has 
been identified as part of our 
flood defences, such as land 
holdings at Hogsmill Sewage 
Works. 

We are also concerned about 
the local loss of soft verges and 
trees and believe, instead, that 
more landscape interventions 
which can slow, store and 
filter water are required; these 
include reforestation, wetland 
creation and re-meandering of 
river catchments. 

Some readers may have 
noticed the in-channel 
improvements already taking 
place along the Hogsmill.

Utter and fixed penalty notice 


I’VE carried out some research 
regarding Kingston’s ‘Litter 
police’. Councils can issue 
fixed penalty notices (FPNs) for 
many environmental offences 
and retain companies to work 
on their behalf. The video 
mentioned in your article last 
week called ‘Confronting Plastic 
Authority’ raises some issues of 
concern, so I went looking. 

FPNs must state the alleged 
offence, details about the offence 
eg what type of litter dropped, 
where and when offence took 
place, how the FPN was issued, 
the fine imposed and when and 


how it must be paid. There 
should also be instructions on 
how to appeal. 

The enforcement officers 
must be in uniform, receive 
appropriate training, carry 
identification (ID) and have a 
Police and Criminal Evidence 
Act notebook. So to say “you 
have no right to ask me for my 
ID” is wrong. Officers should 
not issue a FPN for accidental 
littering eg where something 
falls from a pocket. A FPN 
must only be issued where 
there is intent to drop litter. 
The ‘offender’ must be given 


a chance to pick up any litter 
before a FPN is issued. If they 
don’t the FPN can be used. They 
have the right, should you be 
satisfied with their produced ID, 
to ask for your details and can 
call upon PCSOs and police to 
enforce this. Refusal can lead to 
a further fine. 

As for going into private 
property, they must have 
permission from the landowner 
or occupier before entering 
private land to issue FPN. 

The evidence in their PACE 
notebooks must record the 
offence, date and time, name 


and address of offender, age, 
appearance, the weather and 
light conditions at the time. 

We know that the company 
NSL Ltd deliver this service 
on behalf of the council. 

Which Kingston council 
officer or councillor oversees 
their actions and takes full 
responsibility for any breaches? 
Also, how many readers 
could recognise a genuine 
enforcement officer’s ID or even 
a police officer’s warrant card?

A Wimbledon writer has adapted her own critically- 
acclaimed mystery romance novel into a feature 
film starring Mission Impossible Rogue Nation's 
Rebecca Ferguson and Charles Dance. 

Shamim Sarif's 2004 novel Despite the Falling 
Snow is about a female spy in Cold War Russia 
in 1959 who falls in love with an idealistic 
politician and leads to a mystery which only he 
can unravel in 1990s New York. 

The author took a year to write the book, 
which was praised by critics, after being 
inspired by the idea of two people thinking 
about the world in completely different ways. 
It is the third of her own novels that 
Shamim has adapted for the big screen 
under the banner of the Kingston-based 
company which she runs with producer 
wife Hanan Kattan. 

She said: "I have always wanted to 
work in film and be a novelist. 

"My first experience working in 
Hollywood optioning a script was 
not a great experience. They asked 
me to compromise quite severely, 
putting love scenes into a story of 
unrequited love. 

I "It was really what gave me and 
my wife Hanan the impetus to set 
up our own production company, 
Enlightenment Productions, and 
see if we can do it independently. 
"It has been really tough but it 


has been rewarding as well." 

She added: "It is a huge challenge. It is like climbing a 
mountain and you never know if you are going to get to the top 
but you have to keep going." 

Not blessed with the kind of budget of a big studio flick, 
Shamim and Hanan nevertheless managed to attract a stellar 
cast, which includes Ferguson and Dance. Even the soundtrack is 
star-tinged, with chart topper Ella Henderson featuring. 

Shamim said: "They are all being offered very big Hollywood 
movies all the time so it was really on the strength of the story 
that they came on board, so that was wonderful. 

"I'm not a writer or director who does things for effect or to be 
cool or to do the latest thing. Despite the Falling Snow is quite a 
classic love story and I wanted it that way, so it was really lovely 
that people responded to the core of it." 

Such is the filmmaking process that pre-production and 
post-production both took months to complete but the shoot 
itself was a tense 36-day affair in Serbia. 

Shamim said: "It was quite a brutal time to shoot. I'm up 
from 5am to 10pm and it's a tough schedule and you just run on 
adrenaline." 

She added: "When you are filming, everything is so busy and 
stressed and you are problem solving all the time and you don't 
take time to enjoy it. 

"I remember a moment where Rebecca and Sam were shooting a 
scene where Katya and Alexander meet for the first time and it is 
probably one of the few scenes that came into the film the same 
way it came out of the book. 

"As I director I was thinking 'wow, that is exactly as I hoped it 
would be'. I thought 'just remember this because you don't get 
those moments very often'." 

Despite the Falling Snow (12A) is out now.

He said: "We're so excited to
